To  the  Tuscaloosa  Manager  and 
His  Reply— The  Exact  State 
of  Affairs    Between  An- 
hum  and  Tuscaloosa. 

Of  late  there  has  been  so  much 
talk  of  why  a  game  of  football  be- 
tween Auburn  and  Tuscaloosa  had 
not  been  arranged  earlier,  that  it 
poems  best  tFrat  -n  exfict  copy  of 
the  letters  of  the  two  managers  ex- 
plaining this,  should  be  put  before 
the  student  body .  The  following 
are  the  letters  as  appeared  in  the 
Montgomery  Advertiser  : 

"Mr.  J.  "I.  McQueen,  MuhTger 
of  the  University  of  Alabama  Foot- 
.ball  Team  : 

"DEAR  Sir  :  —  Last  summer,  I, 
as  manager  of  the  Auburn  Football 
Team,  did  all  in  rrty  power  to  ar- 
range for  :i  date  for  the  University 
team  to  '  meet  Au>b  urn,  Auburn 
failed  on  e\ery  offer,  lut  kept  a 
date  open  for  you  until  about  the 
middle  cf  October.  We  could  not 
wait  longer,  and  signed  contracts 
for  the  limited  number  ot  games 
that  our  faculty  will  permit.  A 
short  while  ago,  after  we  bad  suf- 
fered a  severe  defeat,  I  receive-!  a 
letter  from,  you  begging  for  a  game 
on  any  day  between,  1  think,  No- 
vember 9th  and  November  i6lh. 
Since  receiving  your  "letter,  by 
much  persuasion,  we  have  finally 
gotken  the  laculjy's  consent  for  a 
game  with. you,  on  your  campus  or 
on  ours.  When  I  met  you  this 
morning  your  stated. that  you  were 
ready  to  play  'Auburn  anywhere 
0:1  any  date,'  and  further  you  took 
UliLlrouble.  to  look  me  up  and  s-q  j 
inform  me.  1  then  told  you  that 
Auburn  would  meet  you  on  any- 
day  between  tin:  <j\h  and  t.Gth  of 
November.  I  then  offered  to  sign 
a  contract  on  the  spot.  '  You  re- 
fused. 

"Auburn  never  selects  \ve;'k 
teams  to  pi  ly  and  if  we  are  defeat- 
ed we  always  leave  the  field  with 
the  satisfaction  that  we  played  the 
best  game  we  were  capable  of 
playing. 

'T  would  like  very  much  to  ac- 
commodate you  by  signing  a  con- 
tract this  afternoon  tor  a  game  on 
our  campus  or  on  your  campus,  for 
any  day  between  November  9th 
and  November  15th.  These  wre  the 
only  six  dates  we  can  offer  Fyou, 
and  will  accommodate  you  by  play- 
ing on  either  of  those  dates.  If 
you  do  not  accept  this  offer  ( or 
rather  this  is  an  acceptance  of 
yours ) ,  1  hope  that  you  will  let  the 
public  understand  the  real  condition 
of  affairs. 

"Very  Respectfully. 
"Thomas  Bragg, 
''Mgr.  Auburn  Football  Team." 
McQuken'-s  Reply. 

"In  answer  to  the  letter,  I  desire 
to  state  that  my  acceptance  of  Mr. 
Bragg's  offer  would  force  my  team 
to  play  three  games  within  eight 
days,  as  we  have  just  met  Georgia, 
and  have  another  game  on  Novem- 
ber r6th.  Of  course,-  anyone  who 
has  ever  seen  a  game  of  football 
knows  that  no  team  can  afford  to 
play  three  games  within  so  short  a 
time. 

"It  is  due  to  this  fact,  and  not  to 
any  'backing  down'  on  our  part, 
that  I  have  declined  to  meet  Au- 
burn on  any  of  the  above  mention- 
ed dates.  , 

"Could  we  fix  a  date  without  in- 
terfering with  any  of  the  games 
that  I  have  already  scheduled,  I 
would  gladly  meet  Auburn,  but, 
unluckily,  after  this  week,  the  only 
date  that  I  have  is  filled  in  on  Man- 
ager Bragg's  schedule.

KEYS  TO  DELIVERY  BOXES  IN 

POST  OFFICES. 

Post  Office  Department, 
Washington,  I).  C,  March  :o,  1901. 
Order  No.  354. 

That  all  renters  of  lock  boxes  and 
drawers  be,  and  are'  hereby,  prohibited 
from  using  keys  not  regularly  obtained 
by  themselves  from  their  respective  post- 
masters ;  that  after  April  1.  igoi,  each 
postmaster  shall  inform  the  renters  of 
lock  boxes  and  drawers  at  his  post  office 
that  all  except  regular  manufacturers  of 
post  office  furniture  and  fixtures  are  en- 
joined from  making  or  causing"  to  be  made 
any  key  or  appliance  by  the  use  of  which 
any  lock  box  or  drawer  in  a  post  office 
may  be  unlocked  or  opened  ;  and  that  the 
several  prohibitions  of  this  order  shall 
each  constitute  a  condition  to  the  renting 
and  continued  use  of  lock  boxes  and 
drawers,  to  which  all  applicants  must 
agree  when  renting  or  rerenting  a  lock 
box  or  drawer.
